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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee. The application has been amended as follows: 

• Replace claim 6 with the following version: 

6. The optical functional device according to claim 1 , wherein said third splitter branches 
said first arm to said first port through said first splitter. 

• Replace claim 8 with the following version: 

8. The optical functional device according to claim 3, wherein said third splitter branches 
said first arm to said first port through said first splitter. 

Explanation: Claims 6 and 8 are amended to change the second instance of "third splitter" to 
"first splitter". This change is supported by fig. 6 and by the remarks submitted with the June 1, 
2007 amendment, and is parallel to the language used by claims 7 and 9 regarding the relation of 
the fourth splitter to the second port and the second splitter. In particular, the third splitter 13 
branches the first arm to PORT 1 through the first splitter 11. With the original version of claims 
6 or 8, it was not clear how the third splitter could branch the first arm to the first port through 
itself. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-4 and 6-9 are allowed. The amendment to claims 1 and 3 clearly distinguishes 
over the fig. 21 embodiment of the Leuthold reference applied in the last action. The remaining 
prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest the specific arrangement of components set forth by 
claims 1 or 3. Claims 2, 4, and 6-9 depend from claims 1 or 3.
